o man has served as long as 60 days. 
I have had a good many cases where 
men were punished by civil authori- 
ties.

The guardhouse is only used for de- 
tention; never for punishment. A man 
arrested at night is detained there un- 
til next morning, or until he gets over 
his spree.

BRrrisn sealers have been showing 
their heels to American revenue cut- 
ters in Alaskan waters, and it is sug- 
gested that a little more speed would 
be a good thing for our revenue vessels 
to possess.

CARDINAL GIBBONS, in his pastoral 
letter on the hundredth anniversary ot 
the establishment of the Catholic hier- 
archy in the United States, gives some 
striking statistics of the growth of the 
Catholic Church in this country. He 
shows that there is now embraced 
within the territory of the United 
States a Catholic population of about 
9,000,000. ‘There are 10,500 churches and 
chapels, 27 seminaries exclusively de- 
voted to training candidates for the 
ministry, 650 colleges and academies 
for the higher education of the young 
of both sexes, 5100 parish schools and 
520 hospitals and orphan asylums. The 
church, says the Cardinal, exhibits 
vigorous activity and sturdy growth 
which afford a well-founded hope of 
unlimited expansion in the futare.

All the complainants who have come 
forward having been , yosterday’s 
session of the Board of Managers at 
the Soldiers’ Home was chiefly devoted 
to taking the testimony of the officials 
of the home.

CITY NUISANCES. 


A paragraph has been going the 
round of the papers, telling how an 
American in Paris, who tore a letter 
in pieces, and threw the pieces in the 
gutter, was premptly forced by a po- 
liceman to pick them up, under pain 
of arrest. The American, being a 
sensible man, accepted the situation 
with good grace, and even conceived 
an admiration for that careful con- 
trol, which makes the streets of the 
French Capital as neat as a lady’s 
boudoir. 

It would be intéresting to hear what 
the guardians of tha thoroughfares of 
the French metropolis would say, could 
they catch a glimpse of some of our 
leading business streets, which are at 
times almost ankle-deep in paper and 
other refuse, presenting anything but 
an attractive appearance to those who 
come from better regulated cities. 
There is plenty of room for the exer- 
cise with advantage of a little more 
paternal government in municipal | 
affairs in this country, not only in 
the matter of cleanliness of streets and 
obstruction of streets, but in many 
other forms of nuisance, such, for in- 
stance, as city noises. There are many 

unnecessary noises in this city, espe- 
cially some steam whistles, which blow 
for several minutes at a time, and are 
a source of torment to sick people in 
the neighborhood, while they cause 
much discomfort to those who, while 
not absolutely sick, are nervous. 

Several eastern cities are starting 
out to imitate European municipalities } Errors 
in a measure, by regulating these nui- 
sances to some extent. It is about | Bu 
time that this was done, as pbysicians 
attribute many of the nervous dis- 
orders prevailing among city people in 
this country to the shortening of their 
rest by the discord that prevails. Act- 
ing in this direction, Philadelphia has 
suppressed all superfluous bell-ringing, 
steam whistling and other sounds cal- 
culated to destroy rest and quiet. St. 
Louis and Chicago have passed ordi- 
nanceson the subject; New York is 
insisting on less noise, and proposes to 
adopt asphalt pavement simply for the 
purpose of securing greater quiet; and 
Baltimore is moving in the matter. 

The proposition in the latter city 
is that all bells be stopped from ring- 
ing so as to put an end to the jingling 
noise which disturbs the sleepers with- 
out being any protection to those 
awake; to stop the horn-blowing, bell- 
ringing and shouting of the early 
milkmen, to put an end to the cries of 
hucksters, venders and peddlers in the 
streets at all hours of the day, to pro- 


hibit the blowing of steam whistles | 


between 6 p.m. and 7 a. m., except on 
steamboats and locomotives, and to 
abolish cobble stone and other noisy 
pavements. 

It would do no harm for our city 
fathers to make a little starter in this 
direction, just to disabuse the minds 
of a small but noisy minority of the 
idea, handed down from adobe days, 
that they have a right to do pretty 
much as they please within the limits 
of this pueblo.

A JUDGE'S METHODS.

President Rutherford B. Hayeé 
—The Author of “God Save the 
King.” 


Howe having sent a part of his 
forces to aid his brother, the Admiral, 
in destroring the obstructions in the 
Delaware, Washington resolved to 
strike a blow at the enemy at German- 
town. Being reinforced by Maryland 
and New Jersey troops, Washington 
moved in four columns on the night of 
October 3, 1777. Sullivan and Wayne, 
flanked by Conway’s brigade, formed 
the right and moved by way of Chest- 
nut Hill; while Armstrong, with the 
Pennsylvania militia, made a circuit 
to gain the enemy’s left; Greene, with 
two-thirds of the ai my. was to attack 
the front of the enemy’s right wing, 
with Smallwood and Forman leading a 
body of militia to fail on the rear of 
the right wing. The Americans failed 
to reach Chestnut Hill before dawn. - 
A DENSE FOG PREVAILED, 
and when Wayne and Sullivan fell 
heavily on the infantry in front, the 
British were hurled back by a storm of 
grapeshot on the main line. The can- 
nonade roused Howe from sleep, and 
he came up to his flying battalions. 
Reinforcements were sent up, and Col. 
Musgrave, with six companies, barri- 
caded himself in the stone mansion of 
Chief Justice Chew, which stood on an 
eminence. Cannon was brought to 
bear without effect, and the American 
pursuit was checked. Wayne's delay 
at this point left Sullivan’s flank un- 
cove and this, with Greene’s failure 
to attac in time, disconcerted Wash- 
ington’s plans. Greene’s men had 
en into confusion in a thick fog in 
a broken country, but at length they 
struck the British right in force. The 
other troops, however, failed te coép- 
erate, and the golden moment to strike 
a crushing blow had passed. In the 
dense fogs parties of Americans fired 
on each other, and it was after- 
ward learned that when Wayne 
was about attacking Chew’s house 
the enemy were preparing te fly across 
the Schuylkill to Chester. Finally 
Knyphausen marched with his whole 
force to aid the British detachment in 
Chew’s house, when a sharp contest 
ensued in the streets of Germantown. 
The Americans could see nothing in 
the mist, and the cry of a troop, We 
are surrounded, caused a panic and a 
disorderly retreat.
